Attack  Pacific  a 


WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (LNS)  - 
"No  progressive  legislation  will  survive 
Congress  during  the  next  two  years," 
predicted  Terry  Dolen,  the  head  of  the 
National  Conservative  Political  Action 
Committee  (NCPAC),  in  a  November  4 
press  conference  in  Washington,  D.C. 
Dolen  gave  the  press  conference  together 
with  Paul  Weyrich  of  the  Committee  for 
the  Survival  of  a  Free  Congress  and 
Howard.  Phillips  of  the  Conservative 
Caucus.  All  three  are  right-winger 
organizations  which  credit  themselves 
with  being  instrumental  in  the  election  of 
Ronald  Reagan  and  the  ouster  of  a 
number  of  liberal  senators.  While  their 
pronouncements  did  not  contain  many 
unexpected  aspects  of  their  plans  for  the 
future  of  the  U.S.,  there  was  one  incident 
that  exemplified  the  way  the  ultra- con- 
servatives intend  to  use  their  power. 

Howard  Phillips  stated  that  one  of  the 
first  things  to  do  was  to  stop  governmental 
assistance  to  what  he  called  "liberal  in- 
stitutions." Looking  out  at  his  audience, 
he  spotted  Pacifica  Radio  reporter  Tim 
Frasca  Phillips  suddenly  referred  to 
Pacifica  by  name  to  occupy  the  top  of 
their  new  enemies  list  He  stated  that  the 
first  items  that  should  be  cut "  are  those 
programs  that  subsidize  policy  advocates 
by  liberals.  For  example,  we  have  a 
reporter  here,"  he  continued,  pointing  out 
Tim  Frasca, "  a  very  nice  gentlemen  who 
covers  a  lot  of  our  news  conferences  for 
Pacifica  Radio  which  is  federally  sub- 
sidized and  which  has  a  liberal  point  of 
view." 


Pacifica,  which  consists  of  five  radio 
stations  and  the  Pacifica  News  Service, 
had  come  under  fire  from  other  righwing 
groups  in  recent  weeks.  Spotlight,  a 
publication  connected  to  the  Liberty 
Lobby,  a  racist  organization  to  the  right  of 
Ronald  Reagan,  argued  in  its  October  20, 
issue  that  all  federal  funding  to  Pacifica 
should  be  cut  because  Pacifica  is  "Com- 
munist" Specifically,  Spotlight  pointed 
out  the  Washington,  D.C.  Pacifica 
station  WPFW  as  a  radio  station  that 
spreads  Communist  propaganda  The 
problem  with  WPFW,  Spotlight  writes,  is 
that  it  is  run  by"  negroes"  who  are  able  to 
convince  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  that  they  need  support  as  a 
minority- owned  statioa  The  Spotlight 
article  concluded  by  urging  its  readers  to 
send  letters  to  members  of  Congress 
asking  them  to  stop  funding  for  Pacifica 

Pacifica  Foundation  president  Peter 
Frank  commented  that  "there  has  really 
never  before  been  a  suggestion  that  there 
should  be  an  ideological  litmust  test" 
among  the  stations  receiving  government 
money.  Such  a  test  would  be  an  "incred- 
ible violation  of. the  first  amendment 
guarantee  of  freedom  of  speech,"  he 
stated.

Getting 
To  and  Through 
WPFW 


Last  week  the  public  relations  (PR) 
representative  of  a  particular  community 
organization  must  have  called  the  station 
at  least  ten  times  to  find  out  if  and  when 
the  public  service  announcement  (PSA) 
she  had  sent  to  the  station  was  scheduled 
to  air.  An  undeterminable  number  of 
people  called  inquiring  about  the  schedul- 
ing of  an  amazing  person  for  an  interview. 
There  were  numerous  calls  from  who 
wanted  to  become  working  members  of 
WPFW  as  staffers,  as  on  air  personali- 
ties, as  producers,  as  interns  and  just  want 
to  be  of  some  kind  of  helper. 
And  there  were  the  endless  calls  for  "I 
want  to  know  the  name  of  the  song  that 
was  played  on  last  Tuesday's  afternoon 
music  program." 

As  your  community  responsive  radio 
station  we  want  to  get  information  from 
you  and  circulate  it  toothers.  WPFW  will 
broadcast  information  in  the  areas  of 
health,  safety,  welfare,  culture,  arts, 
education,  transporation,  and  on  events, 
activities,  concerts  and  services  to 
the  community.  These  are  called  PSAs.  If 
you  are  doing  PR  for  an  organization  or 
event  send  or  drop  off  the  information  to 
the  station  at  least  one  week  in  advance, 
typed  double-faced,  in  duplicate,  marked 
to  the  attention  of  the  PSA  Director, 
Robert  Frazier.  The  information  should 
include  the  name  of  the  event  or  organize 
tion,  the  date,  place,  time,  a  contact 
person  and  phone  number.  WPFW  pro- 
grammers will  not  broadcast  prices  or 
places  to  purchase  specific  products  or 
services  because  it  violates  our  non 
commercial  status. 


An  event  related  to  dance,  music, 
theatre,  films,  gallery  showings,  literary 
readings,  or  lectures  should  be  marked  to 
the  attention  of  the  Arts  Calendar  Pro- 
ducer ,  Viveca  Ekers.  Musical  events 
should  be  marked  to  the  attention  of  the 
Jazz  Calendar  Producer,  Lenore  Gardner. 
The  Arts  Calendar  is  produced  Monday 
morning  at  10:00  AM  and  covers  events 
for  the  week.  The  Jazz  Calendar  is  pro- 
duced Monday  evening  at  6:00  PM  and 
covers  events  for  the  week.  Other  public 
service  material  is  put  in  a  PSA  Log 
Book  in  chronological  order  and  read  at 
various  scheduled  periods  throughout  the 
day.  The  PSA's  selected  as  copy  during 
any  programming  segment  is  at  the  des- 
cretion  of  producers  and  programmers. 

This  great  person  is  coming  to  town— is 
in  town— and  you  have  been  given,  or 
have  assumed  the  responsibility  of  sched- 
uling interviews  for  them.  They  are 
dynamic,  have  a  innovative  perspective 
on  an  issue,  is  an  artistic  genius,  just  must 
have  an  opportunity  to  be  on  WPFWs 
airwaves.  With  background  material  in 
hand  write  the  Director  of  Public  Affairs, 
Kay  Pierson  or  the  Program  Director, 
Cheikh  Soumare,  at  least  one  week  in 
advance  of  their  arrival  and  say  "  have  I 
got  someone  for  you"  Having  glanced  at 
the  Program  Guide  schedule  and  listened 
to  various  programs,  you  might  contact 
specific  producers  directly  with  this  blaz- 
ing talent

Reed  Irvine  of  Accuracy  in  Media,  an 
ultra- conservative  organization  regarding 
the  federal  funds  allocated  to  WPFW  and 
Pacifica  stations  in  general  are  indica- 
tions of  the  changing  times  and  a  move  to 
the  right  And,  an  indication,  perhaps  of 
the  struggles  ahead  for  WPFW  and 
Pacifica  specifically,  and  public  access

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  listen  to 
WPFW  and  to  work  around  the  station 
But  it  is  difficult  to  describe  what  an 
astounding  impression  the  events  of  the 
past  few  weeks  have  had  to  raise  my 
admiration  and  love  for  the  WPFW 
community.  At  a  time  when  all  talk  seems 
to  be  on  the  shift  in  the  political  scene,  I 
have  nothing  but  great  optimism  for 
WPFW.  First,  during  the  past  month, 
the  Pacifica  Foundation  and  WPFW  as 
the  local  example,  have  been  under  close 
scrutiny  from  conservative  groups  who 
are  attempting  to  build  a  case  against  us. 
E  ven  before  the  conservative  sweep  in  the 
elections,  there  were  accusations  of 
"Communist  front"  and  misuse  of  federal 
dollars.  As  an  organization  founded  on 
principles  of  free  speech,  we  would  defend 
to  the  end,  those  right  wing  journalist  First 
Amendment  right,  however  misinformed 
they  are.  Judging  by  all  the  supportive 
letters  and  calls  we  have  received,  free 
speech  shall  endure. 

Second,  I  arrived  in  Washington  just  in 
time  for  the  annual  WPFW  Open  House. 
Knowing  all  the  bills  that  have  to  be  paid, 
I  had  hoped  to  watch  the  pledge  checks 
coming  through  the  doors.  By  the  end  of 


the  first  few  minutes,  I  had  forgotten

And 
you  must  remember  that  programs  on 
WPFW  are  not  formated,  they  are  pro- 
duced, by  each  programmer  that  enters 
the  studio.  Most  use  music,  community 
resources  and  information  from  personal 
collections  and  files.  At  WPFW  we  have 
not  yet  required  programmers  to  log  each 
music  selection  into  a  play  list  So,  if  you 
hear  something  that  you  want  more  in- 
formation on,  and  cannot  contact  the 
programmer  during  the  airing  of  the  pro- 
gram we  need  you  to  take  down  the  date 
and  specific  time  of  the  program,  the 


name  of  the  program  or  programmer,  and 
as  much  information  as  possible  around 
the  context  of  your  question  Leave  your 
name  and  phone  number.  This  informal 
tion  will  be  passed  to  programmer  and 
producers  that  can  be  identified.  If  you 
write  directly  to  a  programmer  or  pro- 
ducer in  care  of  the  station  they  candeal 
with  you  directly.

WHMM,  Channel  32,  is  a  totally  new 
and  unique  venture  in  communications.  It 
is  one  of  the  first  non- commercial  public 
television  stations  in  the  continental 
United  States  licensed  to  a  predominantly 
black  institution  of  higher  learning.  Its 
mission,  grounded  in  the 

tradition  of  Howard  University,  is  to 
provide  comprehensive  broadcast  educa- 
tion and  training  to  communications 
students,  and  to  service  new  and  more 
relevant  information  to  the  metropolitan 
Washington  community. 

WHMM,  which  stands  for  "Howard 
University  Mass  Media,"  is  also  called 
"The  Capstone  Station"  It  is  the  crown- 
ing point  of  Howard  University's  com 
mitment  to  community  service,  and  a 
reflection  of  its  long-standing  reputation 
as  "The  Capstone  of  Black  Education" 
,  WHMM*s  broadcast  signal  is  trans- 
mitted from  its  antenna  on  River  Road  in 
Bethesda,  Maryland,  with  a  power  of 
almost  5  million  watts.  The  station's 
operating    frequency    is     located 


on 


Channel  32  on  the  UHF  dial  and  can  be 
picked  up  as  far  as  Baltimore  and  parts  of 
West  Virginia  The  studios,  located  on  the 
Howard  University  campus,  boast  the 
most  advanced  broadcast  equipment 
available. 

With  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
President  of  Howard  University  as  its 
governing  body,  WHMM  is  presently 
staffed  by  a  core  of  30  broadcast  profes- 
sionals under  the  direction  of  General 
Manager  Arnold  Wallace.  Wallace 
comes  to  WHMM  with  a  long  and  illus- 
trous  background  in  television,  including 
some  16  years  in  production  and  man- 
agement at  WCAU  TV  in  Philadelphia 
A  comprehensive  student  internship  pro- 
gram is  now  being  developed,  which  will 
provide  hands-on  training  and  experience 
in  every  area  of  television  work  to 
Howard  University  School  of  Communi- 
cations students. 

As  a  non-commercial  station,  WHMM 
station,  will  be  funded  by  contributions 
from  private  sources,  including  Howard 


University,  the  station's  sole  funder  at 
present,  corporate  underwriting  for  pro- 
grams, the  Corporation  for  Public  Broad- 
casting and  viewer  memberships. 

WHMM  is  a  member  of  the  Public 
Broadcasting  Service,  and  as  such  re- 
ceives about  40%  of  its  programming 
from  the  network.  The  remainder  of  the 
WHMM  program  schedule  is  composed 
of  series,  specials  and  films  from  a  variety 
of  other  sources,  including  independent 
producers,  educational  television  distri- 
butors, and  foreign  outlets. 

WHMM  will  initially  produce  three 
local  programs  which  will  directly 
address  the  concerns  of  the  Washington, 
D.C.  area  audience.  Evening  Ex- 
change, a  nightly  half- hour  public 
affairs  program,  features  discussion  of  a 
range  of  topics  each  week,  and  presents 
information  in  a  magazine  format  that 
allows  both  flexibility  and  maximum 
coverage  of  issues.  A  weekly  consumer 
affairs  program  Common  Cents,  is 
also  scheduled,   as  well  as  Howard 


Perspectives,  a  program  spotlighting 
the  personalities  and  expertise  of  the 
Howard  Universitv  faculty  and  staff  once 
each  week. 

The  program  schedule  includes  a  week- 
ly slot  for  films,  which  range  from  docu- 
mentaries by  Senegales  and  other  African 
filmmakers,  to  vintage  American  films 
that  feature  classic  black  actors  and 
actresses  from  the  past  Instructional  pro- 
grams include  a  once  a  week  credit  course 
series  which  prepares  young  adults  to  take 
the  high  school  equivalency  exam 
Children's  programs  range  from  Vege- 
table Soup  to  Studio  See  for 
younger  audiences,  and  As  We  See  It 
to  Watch  Your  Mouth  for  high  school 
and  older  age  groups.  And  in  addition  to 
such  new  PBS  series  as  From  Jump- 
street  and  Up  And  Coming, 
WHMM  will  bring  back  some  of  the  best 
special  presentations  from  the  network, 
such  as  the  two- hour  concert  Tribute  to 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.
